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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Mehaffy fails to disclose 
an adhesive applied at a temperature below 250 oF which has a heat bonded heat stress value separated from the application temperature 
by less than 100 oF. The applicant is referred to paragraph 0033 of Mehaffy. The applicant states that the exemplary adhesives disclosed 
in Table I of Mehaffy would not have a bonded heat stress value that is separated from the application temperature by less than 100 oF. 
The applicant should first note that there is no explicit disclosure in Mehaffy that the adhesives disclosed in Table I are applied at 250 oF for 
the heat stress test. Rather, the reference only discloses that the adhesives disclosed in the examples are applied at 250 oF for the peel 
and shear strength tests. Second, the examiner has never asserted that the heat stress value would remain constant if the application 
temperature changes. Third, even if, for the sake of argument, Mehaffy does disclose that the exemplary adhesives in Table I are applied 
250 oF, the reference still meets the limitations of the claim because section 33 of Mehaffy discloses that adhesives contemplated by the 
reference can be applied at 200 oF and have a heat stress value of 115 oF. A reference is not limited to the disclosure in the examples. 
MPEP 2123. Additionally, Mehaffy states that the examples disclosed in the reference are for illustrative purposes only (paragraph 0035). 

Applicant should further note that because Mehaffy is disclosing the same adhesive composition as the instant applicant, then the adhesive 
of Mehaffy would necessarily have the same properties as the adhesive claimed in the instant application. Applicant states that this 
assertion by the examiner is "without merit," but fails to further elaborate on why such a position is without merit.. 
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
